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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to the applicant's argument that 
prior art does not teach establishing a connection between two remote devices, the examiner directs the applicant to the following 
teaching of Edlund. Edlund teaches of a system that uses the internt to afford remote devices can share information such as scientific 
instrument as a microscope that capture information that can be shared with users/devices at a second remote location. The internet 
becomes the medium to couple the plurality of remote devices. COL. 2, lines 15-29 Edlund clearly establishes the limitation of connecting 
two remote devices. With regards to the applicant's argument that there is no motivation to combine the prior art of Christensen and 
Edlund. The examiner directs the applicant to the following teaching of Edlund. Edlund teaches that the use of the internet as a networking 
devices allows the sharing of interaction through the cost effective network of the internet. Therefore, access to remote devices through 
the internet provides a compelling, cost effective means of sharing between remote devices, COL. 2, lines 30 - 36. Edlund that 
establishes a motivation for combining the network of Edlund with the devices of ChristensenThe argument above also establishes a 
prima facie case to reject claims 11, and 21 also. With regards to the rejection of claims 10,20, and 30, Christensen2 (US20020083364) 
teaches of using a replacement device to replace a disabled device, on page 1 , paragraph 0008. 
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
